On 12/2/63 Mr. BRAUNE furnished information to SA ANDERSON 


reflecting that telephone number Eldorado 5-7610 was listed 
to ALAN DELYNN, 5th floor, 140 East 57th Street, and that the 
bills were sent to.Show Magazine, c/o ALAN DELYNN. 


IC RAYMOND DAVID BECKER examined the records of the 
Credit Bureau of Greater New York-on 11/26/63. Report dated 
October 1961 reflected that ALAN H. DELYNN had been residing 
at 23 East 74th Street (Hotel Volney) since June 1961, and 
had previously resided for 22 years at 875 West End Avenue, 
NYC. He had been associated with Hartford Publishing, Inc. 
for about three months and had previously been a partner in 
Moore, Dreyfus and Delynn, 624 Madison Avenue, since 1942 
(firm believed liquidated). DELYNN was described as being 
Single and in his 40's. On 12/4/61 DELYNN, 140 East 57th 
Street, was sued for $423 (breach. of contract) by the Hilton 
Credit Corp. In February 1963, a judgment was filed against 
the subject in Manhattan for $1,000 by the State Tax Commission. 
On 7/11/62 a credit inquiry was made by the Diners Club. 


New York files reflect that GEORGE HUNTINGTON HARTFORD, 
aka HUNTINGTON HARTFORD, was the subject of investigation in ~ 
1941 inasmuch as it was alleged that ‘he had formerly been 
associated with individuals (literary men) possessing radical 
tendencies. Investigation also indicated that in May 1340 
he had purchased $100,000 in stock of the "PM" newspaper from 
RALPH INGERSOL and had sold it at a loss in November 1940, 
During this period he was a member of the. journalistic staff 
of "PM", Additional information in NY files reflects that 
when HARTFORD was associated with "PM" he was charaderized as 
sympathetic enough with the Commutist Party to follow the 
Stalin line in his Guild Union and in his preparation of news. 
He was also described as a "parlor. pink" and it was alleged 
that he had formerly been with New Masses under another name, 
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It was alleged that he was brought to "PM" through DAN MC CARTHY, 


a CP member and former director of "PM",
